The address on the keynotfe, “Education 
Research — Keynote to Progress’’, will be given by Dr. F. J. 
Gathercole, Superintendent of Public Schools, Saskatoon. 

Parents will have many opportunities to participate in 
various Education Week activities. 

Griesbach Schools will be holding “Open House” to see 
classes in operation, displays of student work, and a student 
concert.

DO-IT-YOURSELF UNIVERSITY COURSES 

One of the criticisms levelled against university education in 
North America is that it isn't flexible enough, that the average set 
curriculum hinders exceptionally talented students from developing 
their full potential. 

In most cases, goes the complaint, the brilliant young college 
man may have to settle for extra term papers or perhaps a stint in 
the laboratory to satisfy his desire for some independent study above 
and beyond the prescribed courses,

A philanthropic foundation in the United States has now set 
about changing the pattern of course stagnation by offering to a 
limited number of students the opportunity of completing a four- 
year under-graduate course without once setting foot in a classroom. 

The experiment is based on the concept that the gifted student 
may extract more from higher education if he can propel himself 
at his own pace and in the direction of his keenest interests.

Several colleges will participate in the independent study pro¬ 
gram for 75 students next fall. Each individual will be counseled 
by a faculty adviser, but will be largely free to develop his own four 
years of schooling. A committee of outside educators will review 
the student's liberal arts progress at the end of two years and his 
major field achievements at the end of the four years. 

We can hear quiet chuckles from England's Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge universities. They have been using the individual tutorial 
system for centuries.

STAMP NEWS 


Something new in the way of a stamp design for Canada will be 
coming your way on June 30th — A FLAG STAMP. 

Canada's new flag will be honoured on a special commemor¬ 
ative postage stamp to be issued on June 30th, 1965. 

The date of issue was chosen to coincide with July 1st, our 
national holiday. The design will feature the new flag, flying from 
a flag pole, against a sky of blue. The word "Canada" and the 
denomination "5" will appear in middle left position. 

The two colours of blue and red will be printed in intaglio, 
using hand engraved steel dies. The design was developed by the 
Canadian Bank Note Company, at the request of the Post Office 
Department. 

SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL STAMP 

Sir Winston Churchill will be honoured on a special Canadian 
postage stamp to be issued August 12th, 1965. 

This will be the first time in the history of the Canada Post Office 
that a stamp has been produced to honour a person who neither a 
member of the Royal Family nor a Canadian. Sir Winston's tremen¬ 
dous contributions to the Commonwealth and his many associations 
with this country were adequate reasons for a departure from nor¬ 
mal policy. 

August 12th has been chosen as the date of issue. It was on 
this day in 1941 that Sir Winston and President Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt signed the Atlantic Charter. The signing took place aboard a 
warship in Placentia Bay, on the south-east coast of Newfoundland. 
The August date also coincides with the first Quebec Conference, 
where in 1943 Sir Winston met with President Roosevelt and Can¬ 
adian leaders to plan the prosecution of the war. 

This makes a total of thirteen stamps to be issued in 1965. 
The revised philatelic schedule now reads: 

March 3 — International Co-opperation Year. 

April 28 -—- British Columbia and Manitoba florals, 

Spring — Space Research. 

June 30 — Flag Stamp. 

July 21 -— Prince Edward Island floral. 

August 12 — Sir Winston Churchill. 

September 8 — Inter-Parliamentary Union Conference and Cen¬ 
tennial of the choice of Ottawa as the national capital. 

October 13 —— 3-cent and 5-cent Christmas stamps.

VEHICLE SAFETY COURSE 

Camp Rafah, Egypt. — Motor¬ 
ists maddened by the frustrations 
of winter driving conditions in 
Canada should pity the plight of 
a group of Canadian soldier-safety 
instructors here. Their job: teach 
the do's and don'ts of safety to 
students from five countries, 
where driving habits range from 
rushing headlong over rutted 
jungle trails to driving on the 
left hand side of the road. 

This was the formidable task 
faced by the members of the 
No. 56 Canadian Transport Com¬ 
pany, Royal Canadian Army Ser¬ 
vice Corps, who conducted a veh¬ 
icle safety course that included 
students from Indian, Swedish, 
Brazilian, Yugoslavian and Danish 
units of the United Nations Em¬ 
ergency Force. 

Supervising the course was Lt. 
J. P. R. Alain, of Murray Bay, 
Que., with Sgts. A. C. Hartley, 
Edmonton, and T. E. Keigan of 
Halifax, acting as instructors. All 
are members of the Canadian 
transport company. 

Main object of the course was 
to prepare the transport of offi¬ 
cers of each of the UNEF com¬ 
ponents so they could organize 
safety programs within their own 
units. 
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Conference of Area Paymasters in Western Command 


A Conference of Area Paymasters from B. C. Area, Alberta Area, 
Saskatchewan Area and Manitoba Area, was held February 8 to 10 
at Headquarters Western Command. The conference was called by 
Lt.-Col. J. R. R. O'Farrell, Command Paymaster, to discuss the effects 
on the Pay Services within the Command of recent changes in the 
Regular Army and Militia. 

The conference was opened by Major-General J. M. Rockingham, 
CB, CBE, DSO, ED, CD, General Officer Commanding Western Com¬ 
mand, who welcomed the visitors to Edmonton and spoke briefly on 
the reorganization taking place in the Services. He encouraged the 
conference to discuss proposals for procedural improvements in the 
light of the advanced trends as may be dictated by the reorganiz¬ 
ation. 


Lt.-Col. O'Farrell stated in Jiis 
introductory remarks, "In the 
present climate of change in the 
Armed Forces it is absolutely es¬ 
sential that we meet periodically 
for mutual discussion so that to¬ 
gether we can develop proposals 
for the improvements, modern¬ 
ization, and streamlining of our 
methods and procedures in con¬ 
sonance with the overall progress 
taking place. Proposals emanat¬ 
ing from such group meetings are 


submitted to CFHQ for approval 
and in some cases, such as the 
Militia, when approval is given, 
it is given on a Canada-wide 
basis. These meetings also pro¬ 
vide for a forum on forthcoming 
changes that we are bound to 
face in the very near future, in 
the more advanced fields of ac¬ 
counting and finance. These dis¬ 
cussions engender on the part of 
all concerned an awareness of the 
probable impact of the future." 


After the conference Lt.-Col. 
O'Farrell stated that if the pro¬ 
posals agreed upon are approved 
important procedural improve¬ 
ments will be made and a saving 
of several thousands of dollars 
could be realized. 

On February 8th, the RCAPC 
officers in Edmonton and their 
wives entertained the conference 
guests and their wives at a Cock¬ 
tail Party in the Headquarters 
of Western Command Officers' 
Mess. On the last days of the 
Conference a special RCAPC lun¬ 
cheon was held in the Officers' 
Mess and Major-General J. M. 
Rockingham was the guest of 
honour. Ex-members of the RC¬ 
APC in the Edmonton area and 
Mr. W. K. Younie, Regional 
Treasury Officer for Alberta at¬ 
tended the luncheon and the 
delegates enjoyed renewing their 
acquaintances of long standing.

PISA, ITALY — On January 
3rd, when I left Edmonton, all 
my friends and acquaintances 
were blue with cold and perhaps 
a little green with envy.

Skip¬ 
ping lightly over Trenton, where 
I had time to slip up to Ottawa 
to see the folks; Marville, where 
I did NOT slip off to Paris; and 
Pisa where the sidewalk cafes 
moved indoors for the winter, 
we finally approached El Arish.

The 
aircraft landed to an accompany¬ 
ing tatoo of rain on the roof, the 
rear door opened and in "blew" 
the movement control officer. 
Captain Ernie Ormon, his rain¬ 
coat soaked, water dripping from 
chin nose and the peak of his 
cap; rearranged the muscles of 
his face into that well-known 
cherubic grin and hollered "Wel¬ 
come to UNEF, fellows!" 

My first two steps off the 
ramp netted me two soaked feet.

The next day brought clearing 
in and briefing of we "pinkies".

Gone are the days when messages were received and transmit¬ 
ted from this operating position. Traffic once moved at speeds from 
six to sixty words per minute depending on atmospheric conditions 
at this position and others throughout Canada on the NWT & Y 
Radio System as operated by RC SIGS since 1923. 

There was a time as recently as 1948 the system handled 70,000 
messages per month with a book value of $130,000. Automation, 
being what it is, soon replaced most of these positions with radio 
teletype and in 1956 a peak month showed 225,000 messages 
valued at $440,000. 

Alberta Signal Squadrcrt inherited this last position in 1959 for 
use on cross Canada circuit tests and various summer or winter ex¬ 
ercises. The desk is now a museum piece and one is being displayed 
at the RC SIGS museum at Kingston, Ontario. This is a most fit¬ 
ting resting place when one considers present day equipment runs 
perforated tape out at 1 00 words per minute.

Alberta Signal Squadron have 
turned the keys back to RCE 
after vacating the old NWT & Y 
Radio System Headquarters build¬ 
ing February 8th, 

From the site of this building 
at 13335 - 127 Street, Edmon¬ 
ton, Alberta a radio link was es¬ 
tablished in 1924. The system 
had started one year earlier with 
radio communications between 
Dawson City and Mayo Landing 
in the Yukon Territory. A relay 
station was built at Fort Simpson 
to complete the chain which 
brought Dawson Creek and Mayo 
in wireless contact with the out¬ 
side world. 

Another first occured when RC 
SIGS installed equipment on board 
the Hudson's Bay Compony SS 
Distributor to maintain communi¬ 
cations with the 'outside' while 
she plied her way down the Mac¬ 
kenzie River from Fort Smith to 
Aklavik carrying Canada's Gover¬ 
nor-General, Lord Byng of Vimy. 
The equipment was later installed 
at Fort Smith, NWT and thus 
began a steady expansion through¬ 
out the north until 25 stations 
had been constructed. Many other 
firsts were realized throughout 
the colorful careers of many who 
served or are still serving, such 
as Maj.-Gen. H. A. Young, Maj.- 
Gen. W. J. Megill, Brig. J. E. 
Genet, Col. W. W. Lockart, Lt.- 
Col. F. J. McAuley, Lt.-Col. J. 
A. August and others of all ranks 
too numerous to mention. 

Alberta Signal Squadron are 
carrying on the tradition of Sig¬ 
nals from their new station at 
Penhold and operate message 
centres at Western Command 
Headquarters Griesbach, Wain- 
wright and Calgary.
